While wending our way about town 
for the purpose of becoming familiar 
with the different industries being car- 
fifed On in the town, most of the estab­ 
lishments visited have 
been of the 
larger size. 
There are a great many 
of the smaller size which bid fair to 
grow in importance and soon raise 
their rank m the amount of business 
accomplished during the year. 


These comparatively small factories 
or manufactories are well sprinkled all 
<Jver Berkeley. 
On nearly all of the 
principal streets one can find a place 
where thetchahte of one class or an­ 
other are employed. 


Perhaps the workshops which show 
the greatesr total are blacksmiths. 
There are general mechanics of this 
bran'en of the service and there are 
also |nos<! who deal in specialties. 
While at the latter there are few, on 
account of business being too small as 
yet to give constant employment in any 
one ' branch, in the former there are 
many who in order to supply the va­ 
rious wants of the farmer and transient 
custom have to become all-around 
mechanics. 
In some of the black­ 
smith shops one can not only get his 
horse shod but can have a lumber or 
. hay wagon built to suit him, as well as 
trucks for horses to pull and trucks for 
men to wheel 
In fact wood and iron 
working are consolidated m the estab- 
ushment and even small machinery is 
•'often 'made, s6 that the enterprise car­ 
ries on and employs men who work 
w'ell at two or three different trades. 


As yet Berkeley has neither an iron 
hot brass foundry, although the time 
is getting near when a place combining 
the two interests will be made good 
paying 'investments. 
There is already 
one machine shop, which with special­ 
ties manages to get along with work 
nearly all the yeat round. 


The combination of a foundry, both 
iron and "brass, with a machine shop in 
Weft Berkeley will be a good paying 
business 
before many years. The 
cheapness of land and the nearness to 
a market gives this town a great many 
advantages over such places in a large 
city where everything requisite for the 
business is so expensive. 
The rent 
alone of a plant of this kind at San 
Francisco would be an ample income 
for any man who has good, common- 
sense, moderate ideas of his expendi­ 
tures.

What

build up the manufacturing part of the 
'town. 
With large cities around us in 
easy distance for connection the en­ 
terprise mentioned above would have 
so many advantages that competition 
from other places would cease before 
many years from circumstances they 
could not control. 


As an example a new match fac­ 
tory is just being started here. 
It is 
not for a moment thought that it was 
only for supplying alone within the 
town limits. It will reach out and find 
a market not only in all parts of the 
State but all over the Coast with a 
good chance to get orders from Mexico 
and the many islands in the Pacific 
In order that people beyond pur limits 
may know what we can do our people 
should advertise thoroughly and then 
customers will be sure to come and 
buy. 
If the world does not know 
what we have got to barter how can it 
be expected that they will get search 
lights and dig us up. 
Business is not 


carried on that way now-a-days.

Bow They Were Punished FlTe or Six 
Hundred Years Ago, 


Cheating in trade is no new thing. It 
was practiced in the fourteenth century 
as well as in the nineteenth. 
Oar town 
records contain many cases of summary 
jurisdiction 
in matters 
affecting the 
price, weight and quality of food, cloth­ 
ing and other things. 


I cull a few from the archives of the 
city of London. 
In 1848 proceedings 
Were taken against a butcher for selling 
putrid meat. Three reasons were alleged 
against this conduct at his trial before 
the mayor and aldermen. It was deceit­ 
ful and dishonest; dangerous to the pub­ 
lic health; it brought scandal and dis­ 
grace upon the mayor, corporation, and 
all the inhabitants of tho city that a 
Londoner should behave so. 
After the 
investigation he was found guilty, and 
condemned to be taken, with his bad 
meat carried in front of him, to the pil­ 
lory in Comhill, and while he stood 
therein the carrion he had tried to sell 
was burned under his nose. 


It is well 
known 
that the pillory 
was an instrument in which the culprit 
was fixed, incapablo of movement, ex­ 
posed to the contempt of tho peopla 
Tho offense of tho culprit was always 
publicly proclaimed, and, according to 
the viowa of tho spectators, the punish­ 
ment might be severo or othorwiso. 
If 
they disliked the offense of the offender, 
their contempt would take the prover­ 
bial and forcible form of rotten eggs 
and dead cats, and the trader 
would 
make a closer acquaintance with 
his 
own wares, both raw and cooked, than 
ho might find pleasant. 


A publican, convicted of selling un 
sound and uiiwholesomo red wine, was 
sentenced to drink a draft of the same 
stuff which he sold to tho common poo- 
ple, the remainder being pourod on his 
head, and compelled to forswear the call­ 
ing of a vintner in tho city of London 
forever, unless ho could obtain the favor 
of the king. A note on the record states 
that ho was readmitted five years later. 


About the same time wo find a wom­ 
an charged with selling alo in a short 
measure quart pot, the bottom of which 
she had thickened with pitch and cov­ 
ered with rosemary, to look like bush in 
the sight of her customers. 
It was a 
common practice to put some sort of 
evergreen leaves in tho bottom of tank­ 
ards—hence the proverb, "Good wino 
needs no bush. " 
Her sentence was to 
stand in the " t h e w , " or female pillory, 
with half of the put attached to it. 
As 
far as possible, the cause of the offenso 
was always exhibited along with the 
person punished. 


Severe punishment was meted out for 
endeavoring to raise tho standard mar­ 
ket price of corn and other articles. 
In 
1847 a merchant was imprisoned for 40 
days for enhancing the price of his own 
property. 
He secretly employed a man 
to bring certain of his own (tho mer­ 
chant's) wheat to the market, where­ 
upon he bought his own at twopence more 
per bushel than tho market price, of 
course taking caro to make the same 
well 
known, forgetting, 
howover, 
to 
state what he kne\v about the seller.— 
Chicago Herald. 


New Treatment For Burns. 


A Paris medical man of resources and 
alternatives had in hand a case of Bevero 
and extensive burning, caused by boil 
ing water. 
?o deep was the injury that 
tho healing process was greatly delayed. 
Tho patient's family objected to skin 
grafting, which seemed to be the only 
way to accelerate the process of recov 
ery, and the doctor, as an experiment, 
applied the internal membrane of the 
hen's egg—the white film with which 
everybody is familiar. The injury must 
have progressed beyond the suppurative 
stage and shown signs of healthy heal­ 
ing. 
A freshly laid egg is broken and 
the membrano immediately 
cut 
into 
narrow strips and laid carefully across 
the raw surface, then antiseptic dress­ 
ings ore applied with carbolic solutions, 
and the whole is covered by tin foil. In 
a number of cases this procedure has 
been eminently satisfactory. —New York 
Ledger.

chant, the office holder and the wives of 
all of them, to say nothing of the tens 
of thousands of unfortunates who have 
lost everything and live on scraps and 
brandy in tho free lodging houses.

through this crowd; watch poor and 
rich "like; look for a man who says 
that ho is satisfied and believes that ho 
possesses what tho world deems necessa­ 
ry. You will not find ouoin a thousand.

Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


S E C . 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one ol 
over sixty years of age are exempt.
